CONVICTED HUBBY HIRED OUT 
TO BETTER HALF FOR MONTH: 


Raleigh, N. C., March 6—A sensa- 
tional case was developed today when 
a wealthy man named P. H. Thrash, 
convicted of violation of local prohi- 
bition law and sentenced to serve thir- 
ty days in jail and pay a fine of $2,000, 
was “hired out’to his wife by the 
county commissioners of Buncombe 
county at Asheville. The sum she paid 
the county for the services of her hus- 
band for one month was $509. 

The strange case is evolved by the 
law .which invests a superior court 
judge to authorize county authorities to 
“hire out’ convicts sentenced to jail 


to “the highest bidder” 
fit. This was a case point. 

Thrash, who is said to be worth 
$100,000, was first sentenced to twenty 
months in jail fot repeated violation 
of the local law which prohibits one 
from having over a certain amount of 
liquor tn his possession.. 

But Judge Long was prevailed on to 
change his judgment to $2,000 fine and 
thirty days in jail.

While originally, the 
amendment had the indorsement of the 
committee, that hag given way to in- 
dorsement of the Lodge resolution of 
ratification which is designed to re- 
serve the senate power to finally 
act on any agreement submitted. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, and Sen- 
ator Wiliiam Alden Smith, of Michi- 
gan, occupied the entire session today 
speeches in opposition the 
third article. 

Senator Smith, of Michigan, said that 
the pending treaties meant trouble, 
vexation and annoyance; that they were 
a dragnet of modern achievement and 
the most reckless abandonment of the 
senate’s power ever proposed. 

Not a Senator Can Tell, 

“! make the statement,” he declared, 
“that if we ratify the treaties in the 
form in which they come, here there is 
not a single senator who ‘can tell what 
he has agreed to arbitrate.” 

Hie asserted that future controver- 
sies between the United States and 
Great Britain would be over Canadian 
questions. He apprehended misunder- 
standing and possible war, instead of 
peace, under the treaties, if unamend- 
ed, and said he should have no re. 
spect if he yielded to the “maudlin 
sentiment’ that would hamper the 
president and manacle the senate by 
conferring the - treaty-making powers

BEHIND THE BARS 
Spectacular Figure Enters In 


on His Sentence of 
Six Years. 


With a smile on his face and no 
sign of apprehension, William Adler 
the New Orleans banker, entered the 
federal penitentiary yesterday after- 
noon upon the first day of his six years’ 
sentence. His composure was marked 
as he chatted with his guards and he 
smiled repeatedly, as if enjoying the 
of the situation. 

When he alighted from the train at 
the Terminal station in the morning 
no One would have known he was a 
prisoner. Apparently he was a busi- 
ness man accompanied by his wife. 
Fifteen feet behind were the two 
guards, but they made no show of 
authority and did not come up with 
‘the party in front until Adler was 
greeted by Rabbi David Marx. With 
Adler was her son and in front 
of the station the two entered a cab 
and were whirled away to a_ hotel, 
where, half an hour later, in a closed 
room, they bade the husband and

the trial and 
vicissitudes in Central 
left no marks on the 
banker's face. His reputation as a man 
of marvelous accomplishments and 
nerve was not borne out 
by kis countenance. The first impres- 
sion would be decidedly disappointing 
to the person who had heard of Adler's, 
career. Apparently about five feet five 
inches tall, very round and chubby, a 
dark face with the lines almost lost 
in surplus flesh, intensely black eyes, 
a small black mustache closely trim- 
med and a bald head—he looked much 
as does the average man of that type.

He will contend that 
the evidence as to insanity Was pre- 
sented to the jury and rejected by it.

Urges Walker to Confess. 

Macon, Ga., March 6.—-(Special.)— 
William B. Walker, who will hang Fri- 
day for the murder of his wife, today 
received a telegram from his attorney, 
John P. Ross, who is now in Des 
Moines, Iowa, urging him to confess, 
if guilty. Judge Ross wired Walker 
that a confession was a duty he owed 
himself, the jurors and the public, if 
he was guilty. Walker wired back 
that he would not confess, because he 
is an innocent man. All is in readi- 
ness for the execution, which will be 
the first in Bibb county in eleven 
years. It will be conducted in strict 
privacy, only the actual necessary at- 
tendants being permitted to be pres- 
ent. Walker has concluded a written 
statement and will give it out on the 
day of the hanging.

A plan whereby not only the Taber- 
nacle Bible Conference will be insured 
for Atlanta in the future, under the 
direction of Dr. Len G. Broughton, but 
also all institutional features known 
to the modern church, to be embraced 
in a charter sufficiently broad to in- 
clude these features and the working 
ofa Bible conference, under the general 
direction of a board of trustees, will 
be discussed today by the board of 
deacons of the Baptist Tabernacle, and 
a group of citizens of Protestant de- 
nominations, headed by John J, Eagan, 
at the latter's office. 

In view of the fact that Doctor 
Broughton, who has been the animating 
force, in large méuSsure, of the annual 
conference, will leave for London April

be discontinued. 

At a breakfast tendered Dr. Brough- 
ton Tuesday at the Georgian Terrace, 
at which were present Dr. R. O. Flinn, 
John J. Eagan, Dr. Marion Hull, Jacob 
Patterson, Marion Jackson, H. A. Eth- 
erldge, Dr. M. J. Cofer and Dr. Brougb- 
ton, it was decided, upon the initiative 
of Dr. Flinn, that the company pres- 
ent, largely representative of the 
Protestant denominations of Atlanta, 
Should, through Mr, Eagan, offer their 
services to the officers of the Baptist 
Tabernacle to form a connection be- 
tween the Protestant churches of At- 
lanta and the Tabernacle officers, to 
Zuarantee the permanent establishment 
of an interdenominational Bible con- 
ference, to be held annually in Atlanta 
at the Baptist Tabernacle church.

“E.ivangelism™’ was the subject of a 
spirited sermon by Dr. W. W. Bustard 
last night, the second of his;addresses 
at the conference. 

“Evangelism is a message, not a 
method,” the speaker = said. “It dis 
the public application of the practical 
truths of the Christian religion. Relig- 
ion needs life, and life needs religion, 
and we preachers of today must preach 
the truth without compromise. 

“Men do not care for the abstract 
principle of truth, thev want a concrete 
presentation of it. God, therefore, sent 
truth incarnate into the world, in the 
person of Jesus. If the attributes of 
God are justice, holiness, truth, we 
men must be the. incarnation of these 
qualities. 

“Preachers today are preaching’ an 
expurgated edition of the Bible, dis- 
carding what they fancy does not ap- 
peal to the minds of their hearers. But 
men must believe in the preacher. be- 
fore they will accept his preaching. Our 
message must be the truth, strained 
from our life's experience, and let there 
be a man behind it. The cry is, ‘Men 
wanted, men in the pulpit as well as in 
the pew.’ 

“We have a social and a political 
problem to face. Political parties must 
break down their lines of division, and 
men and women (for I hope and believe 
women will vote soon) must cast the 
ballot, not as democrats and repub- 
licans, but as Christians, to put the 
pest men in the highest places, to do 
the most good and the right thing.

He 
speaks words of the highest praise for 
the move which The Constitution has 
started and says he is only too giad 
to know that a newspaper has made 
Atlanta’s slogan for this spring, 
“Clean up.” 

The time has past for pointing out 
to the people of the city, declares the 
chief, that filthy premises will result 
in sickness and perhaps death. He 
calls attention to the fact that while 
the people in one neighborhood may, 
as a general rule, keep their premises 
clean, one filthy yvard can spread ma- 
laria over an entire community. 

Just read what the sanitary chief 
has to savy on the cleaning-up crusade 
that has been started: 

The Warning Is Given. 

“When I announced to the people of 
Atlanta that they have got to clean up 
their premises I mean exactly ‘every 
word I say. The Constitution could 
not do this city a greater good than 
to carry on the righteous campaign it 
has started. The editorial in the 
Tuesday issue of that paper was one 
of the most opportune and timely ar- 
ticles I have ever read. Now let the 
people clean up, for if they do-not, 
just as sure as I am the chief of the 
sanitary department, I gvill have ar- 
rested every man in this city, high, 
low, rich and poor, who qoes not clean 
up at once. I have instructeq my 
twelve 
a careful and ri 
yard in the city and whenever one of 
them finds a yard that is not clean or 
that is not provided with a receptacle 
for garbage and manure, as prescribed 
by the law, a case will be made at 
once. There is to be no notice given 
and no time allofwed.. ‘The day for 
notifying people to clean up their 
yards has past. I was_inclined to be 
somewhat lenient last spring because 
some of the sanitary laws were new 
and the people were .aot well posted 
about them, but now no citizen has 
any excuse for not obeying the law 
and I will, therefore, prosecute before 
the recorder all violators 

“The law’ requiring premises 
is as old as Atlanta itself, 
therefore there is no earthly excuse 
for anybody having a yard that is not 
clean. The law in regard to garbage 
cans and manure bins was adopted 
only two years ago and there was 
some reason for giving the people a 
little time by serving notices.
